It is believed from the extent of his 
injuries and the fact that he died within 
2% minutes that he was struck by the 
car and knocked down before the wheels 
passed over him, 

Robert McKittrick Jones and Alexan- 
der Douglas were standing at the corner 
talking, but neither of them was look- 
ing at. Mr. Ballard when he was struck. 

Gebhart stopped the car quickly and 
he and Ira Smith, a negro who was in 
the car, ran back to where Mr. Ballard 
was lying on the ground. Mr. Jones 
and Mr. Douglas reached him at tne 
same time. 

Mr. Ballard was conscious. He said 
his leg was broken. Mr. Douglas sug- 
gested that he be taken to a hospital. 
Mr. Ballard said he did not want to be 
taken to a hospital, and asked that he 
be taken to 3836 Delmar boulevard. They 
lifted him into the car and Gebhart 
took him ‘home. 

Dr. N. W. Amos, who happened to be 
near, accompanied Mr. Ballard to his 
home. It did not appear then that he 
was seriously injured. Dr. H. N. Chap- 
man, a neighbor of Mr. Ballard, was 
called. When he arrived Mr. Ballard 
was unconscious. Attempts to strength- 
en the heart action by hypodermic in- 
jections were in vain, and in 15 minutes 
Mr. Ballard was dead. 

Hauled in Auto te Home. 

Mrs. Ballard, who stood at the bedside 
of her husband, was dazed by. the 
tragedy, but boré herself with remark- 
able fortitude. Gebhard was still in 
the room when it was armnounced that 
Mr. Ballard was dead. He sank into 
a chair and cried like a child. 

Gebhart was not detained then, but 
was arrested later at the garage of 
the Cc. F. & J. R. Brown Automobile 
Co., 5148 Delmar boulevard, and was 
taken to the Manchester Avenue Sta- 
tion. He was later released on a com- 
mon-law bond, signed by his employers. 

George Gebhart lives at ‘60A Aubert 
avenue. He said Tuesday: 

“When I approached Spring avenue 
going east two other cars were in front 
of me. I saw a man standing on the 
southeast corner. After the other two 
cars passed he started to cross the 
street. I swerved the machine to the 
north side of the street and would not 
have run over him if he had not slipped 
and fell with his feet toward the ma- 
chine. One of the wheels passed over 
one of his legs. I had sounded the horn 
when I saw him leave the sidewalk.

a long time, the house would have 
reveled in Billie Burke notwithstanding. 

“Isn't she a darling?’ I heard one 
young woman behind me exclaim ec- 
statically. “I think she’s just the 
sweetest ever!’’ 

And that’s the answer—the women 
rave over her just as fervently as the 
men. You can’t go behind the returns 
when this is the case. It’s what made a 
certain Miss Lotta Crabtree the most 
irresistible footlight magnet on the 
American stage In the days of my play- 
going youth, 

The two French authors of Miss 
Burke’s new play’seem to have discov- 
ered this secret and built around their 
star precisely the sort of comedy in 
which she would shine her brightest— 
they’re so clever, these Frenchmen, 
when it comes to knowing a woman. 
They’ve created Jacqueline almost in the 
twin temperamental pattern of Billie 
Burke, placing her in the center of a 
story so piquant that it makes laughter 
cuddle all ’round one’s heart until the 
very last curtain, which falls on the 
happiest Jacqueline you ever saw in 
your life. 

It isn’t necessary to go deeply into the 
story in talking about the play. Jac- 
queline is youth, mischief, naive in- 
genuousness and melting love incarnate. 
Terrifically smitten with the charms of 
@ young cousin Count of hers, she 
frankly tells him so and precipitates 
him heels over head in love with her. 
Then, married to him, and discovering 
the ashes of an old love that had flamed 
fitfully in his bosom, she “revenges’’ 
herself by the most riuiculous flight to 
the most ridiculous of “lovers’’—and 
how she is extricated from the innocent 
muddie thereafter gives to ‘Love 
Watches” many of its most delightful 
comedy moments. 

Billie Burke plays Jacqueline ravish- 
ingly. It doesn’t make any difference 
whether she can play any other type 
or not—that’s none of your business. 
She is Jacqueline in the flesh, and you 
idolize her, just as does everyone in her 
story, and you follow her absurd little 
fortunes with bated breath, the only 
time the breath isn’t “bated’’ being 
when you chuckle zestfully to yourself 
or laugh outright with the rest of the 
house. You know, in spite of all her 
childlike folly, that naught of harm 
shall come to her—harm just couldn’t 
come to such an adorable creature, ar- 
mored in innocence and in a rapt wor- 
ship of her handsome young husband. 

‘T Jove him with all the different 
kinds of love there are in the world,” 
she says piteously at one stage of her 
story. “And, because of that, I suffer 
with all the different kinds of suffer- 
ing that come from all. the love in the 
world—because each kind of love has 
its own different kind of suffering!’’ 

Poor little Jacqueline—no wonder you 
adore her! 

But, bless your heart, Jacqueline’s all 
right at the finish, happily cuddling in 
the arms of the young husband who 
loves her to distraction. 

I didn’t care much for the manner in 
which Julian L’Estrange played the 
part of this husband—rather wooden in 
contact with such a love as that of 
Jacqueline for him—but it went fairly 
well, thanks to our being absorbed in 
Billie Burke’s charm most of the time. 

Besides, the art of Ernest Lawford1in 
his portrayal of the ludicrous book- 
worm, Augarde, to whom Jacqueline 
fled for spite’s sake, was exquisite, 
giving us a character-creation that is 
simply a joy to remember, and admira- 
ble work was done by others in the lit- 
tle company, notably Kate Meek as the 
fine old Marquise de Juvigny, Maude 
Odell as Lucie de Morfontaine, Stanley 
Dark as Mons. Carteret, an—though not 
quite in so satisfying a degree—Frank 
Andrews as the Abbe Merlin. All! in all, 
it was a very competent performance, 
indeed, a worthy comedy, worthily 
played. 

And Jacqueline—well, I only hope that 
“Mrs. Dot,” which Billie Burke is soon 
to essay in‘ New York, gives her any- 
thing like as good a chance!

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MME. NAZIMOVA AT THE GARRICK 
S a personal triumph in human

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Once more the 
Bowery awakes this morning to new 
fame and all the denizens who vote the 
way the Sullivans tell them to are won- 
Gering if President Taft's visit last 
night will bring him a nickname as was 
the case with Chauncey M. Depew when 
he made a similar visit many years ago. 
Depew’s visit to the Bowery (where they 
sell the box and not the sox) brought 


forth an interview with Chuck Connors 
in which he branded the new Senator 
“A Peach,” 

Taft Called a “Pippin.” 

“He’s a pippin,’’ was the expression 
today of the Bowery denizens who heard 
the President last night. He had come 
down in a driving storm through the 
famous lower Hast Side to the Bowery 
Mission. In his immaculate evening 
clothes he made a strange contrast to 
those men of the Other Half. 

President Taft was so much pleased 
with his visit that unlike the old 
Bowery song, which runs “I'll never go 
there any more,”’ he expressed the hope 
that he again would have an opportu- 
nity to address the residents of the East 
Side. 

The President was introduced by Dr. 
Louts Klopsch, who established the mis- 
sion. Dr. Hallimond first spoke to the 
men. 

Nature Made Him Figurehead. 


“My friends,’’ said the President, “Ij 


am almost as much surprised at being 
here as you are to see me. I was in- 
vited to come by your good friend, Dr. 
Klopsch, whom I know, as you know 
him, by the things he has done. It 
has nearly always been my part to 
play the figurehead. Nature developed 
me in such a way as to make me a 
yery good figurehead, so I was put «t 
the head of the American Red Cross, 
and it was there I came to know more 
of the works of Dr. Klopsch. 

“T was glad to accept the invitation 
to come to the Bowery. Not having 
liven in New York, I had always been 
curious to see it. I know that where 
the Bowery and Dr. Klopsch met, there 
would be the best part ef it, so I came 
here. 

“As I look in your faces I see you 
to be earnest ‘American citizens. Some 
of you are down on your luck, perhaps, 
but you are responding in. every fiber 
to the same sentiments of loyalty and 
decency, leve of country and the same 
aspirations for better ideals that I hope 
every ‘man in’ this country has. 

“T am giad to be here, if being here 
and by saying so I can convince you 
that. the so-called chasm between you 
and these who for the time being seem 


a chasm, after all, and that there is 
between them and you a deep feeling 
of sympathy on their part and an earn- 
est desire that you shall have that 
equality of opportunity of getting on 
your feet, of earning a decent Iiveli- 
hood anda supporting your families which 
we hope every man who lives under the 
Stars and Stripes enjoys. 
Hopes for Their Prosperity. 

“T am glad to testify to my interest in 
the work of this mission, which I hope 
always will- help you and others over 
the hard places—the times when the 
Lord and everybody else seems to be 
against you—to help you at such times 
to believe that there are people in the 
world. who sympathize with you and 
hope you will achieve all that an equal- 
ity of opportunity will give you and 
help you to better things. 

“T know it is difficult for you to be- 
lieve that I, who am receiving a large 
salary from the Government and living 
in comfort, can understand or take to 
my heart the feelings that you have of 
desperation, and that you have not had 
the chance that other men have. But, 
in spite of the seeming difference, your 
fellow-citizens are not all greedy and 
grasping. ‘Their hearts are’ more open 
today and they are more ready to 
help the needy out of their difficulties 
than at any time in the past, and that 
feeling is growing every day. So let 
me say to you, struggle on in the hope 
that the future will be brighter for 
you.”

But the idea, if applied to all fights, 
would make for better decisions, pro- 
vided three unprejudiced officials could 
be secured. 

Moreover, as is planned for the big 
mill, in all contests the timekeeper 
should count the seconds when a man 
is knocked down. Furthermore, he 
should not-call them aloud. The silent 
count would prevent stalling for the 
nine seconds and would make far faster 


battles.

Club Is Organized and Profes- 
sional Fighter Engaged as 
Instructor for Boys.

NEW YORK, Dec. lf. 

EW YORK schoolboys have taken 
N up the manly art of boxing. The 

boys of Stuyvesant High School 
have organized a boxing club, and box- 
ing has been installed as a regular exer- 
cise. Al Schumacher, a clever profes- 
sional featherweight, is the instructor. 
Students of athletics all over the coun- 
try are watching the development of the 
sport. It is likely that the game will 
spread to other schools, and it is ex- 
pected that in a short time interschool 
matches will be arranged. The New 
York School Board has but recently 
barred the game of rugby football be- 
cause of its roughness. 

John Norris, treasurer of the new 
Stuyvesant Boxing Club and an aggres- 
sive young native, was on the job to 
explain reasons for the formation of @ 
boxing club. 

“Why, when you think of it, there are 
many good common sense reasons why 
boxing should be encouraged in our high 
schools,” said Norris. “In the first 
place, the American boys should ali be 
trained to protect themselves with the 
weapons given them by nature. The 
American is known the world over as & 
fellow who can take mighty good care 
of himself without resorting to a stillet- 
to or a gun; his fists have earned him 
respect from everybody in the world. 
For that reason it seems to me that we 
youngsters of the nation should be 
taught how to use our hands in a sci- 
entific manner. 

“By the time a fellow attends ‘high’ 
he is in condition to indulge in the 
game, and with proper precautions tak- 
en to see that the men are not uneven- 
ly matched in the practice of boxing, 
there is no chance of any harm coming. 
It is better that the boys box in our 
symnasium under the eyes of a teacher 











and the older boys to hold them in check 
than that they fight on the side. 
“Even now we have a class of 75, and 
I believe that it will be but a short time 
when half of the boys in the schoo! will 
be reporting for work in the club,” said 
young Norris. ‘‘When the club was first 
formed and we had received the proper 
sanction, it was believed that other high 
schools would take up boxing and that 
we might be able to arrange for bouts 
with them. But we soon found that 
there were many boys, even in our own 
school, who were boxing as ‘pros’ under 
assumed names. It would be impossible 
to keep them out of the competitions, 
and the result would be fatal to our 
plans. However, we are assured that 


permission will be given us to hold # 


school exhibition in the spring, and by 
that time we hope to have developed 
some of the largest boys so that they 
will be able to put up an interesting 
scrap for a few rounds.”’ 

The boys have been put into different 


| divisions according to their respective 


weights and abilities. When one of the 
younger students has shown more clev- 
erness than his opponent he has been 
moved up a notch. An instructor is al- 
ways at hand to show them the tricks 
of the game and to watch that no rough 
work takes place. 

Several of the students at the Stuy- 
vesant High believe that the time when 
the other schools will take up the splen- 
did exercise is close at hand.

The case against. Edward Kelleher, 
twice convicted of the murder of “St. 
Louis Tommy’ Sullivan. was for the 
second time reversed and remanded vas? 


new trial by the Supreme Court at Jet: 
ferson City Tuesday: At the first trial 
Kelleher was sentenced to 2 years in 
the penitentiary and at the last trial 
his sentence was 15 years. 

The second reversing opinion. was 
handed down by Judge Fox in Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court. Judge Fox 
states that the lower court admitted as 
evidence part of the dying statement of 
Sullivan relating to matters that hap- 
pened before the two men met on the 
night of the shooting. It was on this 
same ground that the Supreme Court re- 
versed the case the first time. 

Shortiy after midnight, Jan. 30, 1906, 
Sullivan entered the saloon of “‘Mike”’ 
Walsh, at 2131 Pine street, accompanied 
by John Howard. Kelleher was tending 
bar. 

Kelleher asked Sullivan if he were 
looking for trouble and followed his 
challenge with a revolver shot. Sulli- 
van was taken to the City Hospital and 
expired in a few hours. Kelleher was 
arrested two hours later. 

Circuit Attorney Jones had not heard 
of the decision, but stated when in- 
formed by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
that as soon as he is officially notified, 
he will ascertain whether there are 
enough witnesses yet living to try the 
case again. 

“Buck” Taylor, one witness, was con- 
victed of perjury in connection with the 
first trial and sent to the penitentiary 
for seven years. He was pardoned by 
Gov. Folk, at the request of former Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sager, to testify at the 
second trial. Several other witnesses 
were convicted of forgery. John How- 
ard and some other witnesses have died 
or moved away. Kelleher is out on 
$20,000 bond, signed by Edward Butler.
